In a December 6 memo, the Congressional Research 
Service (CRS) suggested that going after Assange 
would be unprecedented; secrecy laws bind only fed- 
eral employees and government contractors. Assange 
accused many things, but being Uncle 
payroll not one them. “Leaks classified infor- 
mation to the press,” CRS points out, “have only rarely 
been punished crimes, and are aware case 
which publisher information obtained through 
unauthorized disclosure by a government employee 
has been prosecuted for publishing it.” 

In the next sentence CRS explains something you 
would think would be obvious to any elected official: 
“There may be First-Amendment implications that 
would make such a prosecution difficult, not to men- 
tion political ramifications based concerns about 
government censorship.” 

Behind the silky qualifications and prudent prose 
the CRS there crystal clear message: things now

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MIT KINECTS 
WITH THE FUTURE

Case in point: Microsoft's Kinect, ostensibly a “control- 
ler-free” peripheral that lets you direct games on an Xbox 
360 with hand motions (dla the Wiimote). Essentially, it’s 
an affordable (around $150) 3D motion-tracking camera — 
and over at MIT, it’s being used for all kinds of off-brand 
activities that call to mind dystopian science-fiction plots. 

Back in November, Philipp Robbel, a grad student with 
the Personal Robots Croup at MIT’s Media Lab, paired the 
Kinect and that other consumer-tech poster child, the 
Roomba. The resulting monster — Robbel calls it a Kinect- 
Bot — is a round little robot with a huge scanner sitting on 
top of it. Send it into a room, and it scans its environment 
and constructs a virtual, three-dimensional model of ev- 
erything it sees. The Kinect’s gesture-recognition ability 
means that you can tell it where to go just by pointing. 
Robbel tells bostinnovation.com that he sees a use for the 
KinectBot as a rescue robot. We know it will eventually give 
rise to a race of Cylons who will destroy us all. Still, for now 
it’s pretty cool. 

Of course, killer robots weren't our first thought when we 
saw the Kinect. Our first thought was the same as everyone 
else’s: OMG, it’s like Minority Report! The best part of that movie 
was watching Tom “Crazy Eyes” Cruise flicking data around in 
the air. Well, the MIT kids took that idea and ran with it: an- 
other Media Lab group devised a way to use JavaScript and th 
Kinect to let you brow se the Web with the wave of a hand. 

Meanwhile, over at the Computer Science and Artificial 
Intelligence Lab, robotics student Garratt Gallagher went one 
better, figuring out how to get the Kinect to recognize finer 
gestures using all 10 fingers. You can see him on YouTube, 
conducting a series of photos on a screen with all the pa- 
nache of Mr. Scientology himself. 

Watching him, you get the freaky feeling that we're just 
a few months away from what Arthur C. Clarke would deem 
sufficiently advanced technology — i.e., indistinguishable 
from magic.

At one 
point prosecutors were pressing for one 
year on account of his many priors, and 
recently offered a deal if Rockett pleaded 
guilty and agreed to a 90-day probation- 
ary period. Rockett refused. After nearly 
two years, he believes that he’s suffered 
enough, and says he is unwilling to accept 
anything but straight dismissal. Rockett 
hopes get another job truck driver, 
and is concerned that another drug convic- 
tion will sabotage him.

Police prosecutors 
from Attleboro District Court, and now the 
DA, are also stubborn, refusing to dismiss 
the charges on account of Rockett’s check- 
ered past. By comparison, the Suffolk 
County DA dismissed more than 400 com- 
parable cases in the wake of decriminal- 
ization, and has long since resolved more 
than 100 others. 

Steven Epstein, an attorney and 
treasurer for the local MassCann chap 
ter of the National Organization for 
the Reform of Marijuana Laws, says 
Rockett’s case, which is entering its 
29th month of pre-trial hearings, is an 
outlier. Indeed, it seems that Rockett 
was merely in the wrong county, at the 
wrong time, with the wrong rap sheet 
and the wrong attitude. 

Nonetheless, Rockett doesn’t present 
himself as a martyr. Even if he wished to, 
the broken veins illuminating his nose 
would remind him of his past every time 
he saw a mirror. No matter how long he 
Stays sober, his rap sheet will remain. 

“For a long time I wanted to die more 
than I wanted to be alive,” he says. “I don’t 
want that anymore — I don’t want to die. 
All I want is to work and make enough 
money to pay rent and buy food. All I want 
is for this whole thing to be over with so I 
can get on with my life.”

Since it launched 
September 2009, the Harvard under- 
grad online magazine Her Campus has 
mastered the art deriving revenue from 
the relationships people like Brettler have 
with certain products. addition 
hosting the Fitness Challenge with New 


Balance, the site conducted a wide-rang- 
ing search for the Juicy Sisterhood, a trio 
sorority girls represent Juicy Couture. 

“People have blocked out ads entirely,” 
says Windsor Hanger, Her Campus’s 22- 
year-old publisher and president. Hanger, 
who competed beauty pageants three 
out of her four years at Harvard, solic- 
its corporate from those 
who wish target college women. 
“Companies are cutting back their adver- 
tising funds,” she says. “If they’re going 
to spend a dollar on you, they better get a 
pretty good return.” 

When the Pinkberry frozen-yogurt 
store opened on Newbury Street in early 
November, Her Campus got the word 
out. addition ads the site and 
targeted social media, Hanger blogged 
about it. “So Much Fun at the Pinkberry 
Boston Launch Party!” described how Her 
Campus staffers got VIP yogurt access 
with “all the Pinkberry could eat and 
sips champagne.”

Stephanie Kaplan’s assessment of the site 
the perfect platform market brands 
that its readers care about anyway. “We 
have this that trusts us, that 
listens to us, that’s tuned in,” the 22-year- 
old says. 

And that readership expanding. The 
site launched months ago Harvard 
while Kaplan and Hanger were seniors 
and has spread to more than 75 college 
campuses nationwide. They keep a legion 
of 750 students known as campus cor- 
Trespondents writing articles for the site 
while running promotions for advertisers. 
Two Her Campus blogs are syndicated on 
Huffington Post. Like most Huffington 
Post bloggers, campus contributors are 
unpaid. (The site’s three principals draw 
salary, but don’t reveal how much.) Unlike 
HuffPo bloggers, campus correspondents 
also hand out coupons. 

“There are college marketing firms 
that will put together street teams; there 
are Web sites that speak one audience 
or another,” Hanger says. “We marry the 
two — the people that produce the content 
for our Web site are also our street team. 
Because they have this platform online, 
you can read about what they’re doing on 
campus; there’s one cohesive message.” 

addition giveaways and adverto- 
rials, the site runs feature articles geared 
toward college survival. Those are divid- 
ed into six categories: style, health, love, 
life, career, and world. Topics generally 
adhere to those in conventional women’s 
magazines, but with corporate slant: 
“Starbucks Fall Drinks: Which Pick 
and Which Skip,” “The Importance 
the Facebook Relationship Status: It’s, 
Well, Complicated.” 

Campus correspondents must be cur- 
rent college students. Kaplan and Hanger 
graduated from Harvard last year and the 
third founder, 21-year-old CTO and creative 
director Annie Wang, taking leave 
absence. Her Campus writers, however, 
need enrolled. The August after their 
graduation date, they’re out. 

“At some publications, you have 
women in their 20s and 30s writing arti- 
cles for teenage girls,” Hanger says. “Our 
writers don’t have to take that extra step 
get inside college girl’s head write 
article for her. you’re college girl, 
you know exactly what college girls care 
about, what they think about different 
things.” 

Her blurring market- 
ing and journalism has made them the 
toast the town. Their business plan 
won Harvard College’s student innova- 
tion challenge in March 2009, securing 
Her Campus national attention and free 
office space. 

week after the site launched, the 
Globe featured it and, more recently, 
named all three founders among the most 
stylish Bostonians. Her Campus writ- 
ers have provided content for Seventeen. 
This summer, Inc. magazine included 
the founders in a list of the top 30 entre- 
preneurs under age 30. And last month, 
Glamour honored the girls their Women 
the Year award ceremony, where they 
received their Amazing Young Women 

awards from Chelsea Clinton. 

They've found plenty of support 
from influential individuals as well. 
Cathryn Cronin Cranston, publisher 
the Columbia Journalism Review, sits on the 
board. Joanna Coles, editor of Marie Claire, 
serves mentor. 

“I read about them in the New York 
Times, then I called them,” Coles tells me 


the phone from the Hearst offices. 
“That was over a year ago, and we've been 
in touch ever since. We’re working on a 
couple projects together.” Coles admires 
their youth, their business savvy, and 
their editorial chops. “I just think they’re 
fun. They’re lively, they’re clever, they’re 
fun. They embody the Marie Claire spirit, 
and I just feel inspired by them.” 

And Her Campus, train- 
ing what could become the next wave 
of young women’s magazine writers. In 
the site’s short history, its campus cor- 
respondents have landed internships and 
editorial assistantships number 
women’s magazines, including InStyle, O, 
and Teen Vogue. 

Not everyone is convinced that Her 
Campus measures up to the hype. Last 
year, Qichen Zhang blogger and 
former Harvard Voice features direc- 
slammed Wang, Hanger, and Kaplan 
“the pearl-donning triumvirate the 
Ivy League’s new Seventeen” on ivygateblog. 
com. feel like their standards are not very 
high,” Zhang tells me. “If you go to the 
love and sex section of the Web site, it’s all 
these incredibly misogynistic articles writ- 
ten by random guys telling girls how they 
should cater college men. don’t under- 
stand how they can call that ‘top journal- 
ism.’ That really misleading.” 

It also may not matter. To a previous 
generation, Her Campus’s embrace of 
consumer marketing might have been 
seen being odds with its journalis- 
tic integrity. But even that generation’s 
standard-bearers are beginning to 
embrace the anything-goes spirit 
entrepreneurial ambition. “In the 1990s, 
it was cool and cutting-edge to be indie, 
make statement with low budget, 
and operate grassroots-style,” says Amy 
Schroeder, once my editor at the indie- 
oriented women-in-music magazine 
Venus Zine, which she founded in her 
Michigan State dorm room. “Selling out 
was the ultimate no-no. Now, the idea 
‘selling out’ old-school thinking.” 

Schroeder isn’t lamenting that change. 
She sold Venus a few years ago and recent- 

ly started the DIY Business Association. 
“I’ve never been more excited about the 
future entrepreneurship than now,” 
she says. She thinks recent college gradu- 
ates like the Her Campus founders are 
primed for success. edgy busi- 
ness about making the most technol- 
ogy, building brand power, engaging your 
audience, and building robust social 
network,” she says. “The traditional 
characteristics or success traits that once 
separated corporations from small busi- 
nesses are blurring.” 

The Her Campus girls would agree. 

They started the magazine as the econ- 
omy was tanking. Friends couldn’t find 
jobs or had found them, only to be laid 
off. “It was really scary prospect, think- 
ing about the fact that jobs aren’t guaran- 
teed anymore for anybody,” Hanger says. 

Starting magazine without 
aggressive marketing strategy hadn’t 
occurred to them. “Certainly, a col- 
lege senior could get together team 
writers that were interested writing 
content and publishing it online, but it 
would be difficult to make that profit- 

able,” Kaplan says. Adds Hanger: “We've 
chosen to turn this into a company, rath- 
er than run it as a hobby.” 

To Hanger, that isn’t a limiting propo- 
sition. On the contrary. “We want Her 
Campus to encompass all aspects of your 
life,” Hanger says. “You can care about 
looking cute and meeting boy take 
your weekend formal, but also how to get 
ahead your career and where 
non-profit work Africa this summer.”

But many others see both developments as 
signs of a much-needed shift toward a leader- 
ship better attuned to the problems that keep 
black talent out of Boston — and much better 
equipped work within the system bring 
about changes. 


TOUGH CROWD 

City leaders — in business, government, aca- 
demia, and elsewhere — increasingly under- 
stand that in the 21st century, a city’s success 
depends upon attracting and keeping bright, 
educated talent of all demographics. That means 
making the city livable and comfortable for pro- 
fessionals who are gay, female, or members of a 
racial minority. 

It’s not easy. Boston is forbiddingly expen- 
sive, and its networks can seem closed and 
impenetrable newcomers. 

Boston also has, city council president 
Michael Ross points out, one the largest dis- 
parities between haves and have-nots any 
major US city. Partly, that’s due to the persis- 
tence of Boston's old-wealth families. But it’s 
also because sc many of the best and brightest 
are drawn here with their expertise and their 
multiple degrees. 

Blacks are severely underrepresented 

among both types wealth. The old money 
is Brahmin, not black. And the latest 
Commonwealth Compact benchmark report, 
released last month the University 
; Massachusetts’s McCormack School, found 
blacks still largely shut out Boston’s 
senior- and mid-level management posi- 
tions, especially for-profit industries. 
Historically, there simply hasn’t been 
vibrant black middle class modern 
Boston. And Boston’s suburbs are 
among the statistically whit- 
est of America’s large cities’, 
which means there are few 
black enclaves for retreat 
from the inner city. 
Professionals relocating 
for jobs in Boston are 
often advised by their 
companies recruit- 
ers to look for homes 
in comfortable North 
Shore towns, such as 
Swampscott places 
where blacks will not 
find many who look like 
themselves.

black leadership schooled more 
in politics than oppression. 


Boston’s black population is far less homoge- 
nous than most other large cities. Roughly 
a quarter local blacks are immigrants, and large 
numbers trace their roots Hispanic and West 
Indies origins. That linguistic and cultural diver- 
sity has further impeded the development 
sizable, cohesive, black middle class. 

There are, however, black middle-class neigh- 
borhoods growing south suburbs like Milton, 
Randolph, and Stoughton, where they are begin- 
ning reach the necessary critical mass 
reflected in those communities’ dining, cultural, 
and social life. 

But within the city of Boston, many say, simi- 
lar lifestyle opportunities are actually decreasing. 
part, it’s the chicken-and-egg problem. 

Until there large enough black profes- 
sional-class to constitute a market, there is little 
economic incentive establish the nightlife 
venues and activities that would attract middle- 
class blacks. 

But there’s more to it. Boston remains, toa 
large degree, city connections and access 
presenting the least perception that black 
business and nightlife can’t get going, because 
their entrepreneurs don’t have the right pull. 
(Not accident, the Urban League adding 
special session entrepreneurship, just for 
next year’s conference in Boston.) 

That frustration was evident last Wednesday 
evening at a public meeting of the City Council’s 
Citizen's Committee on Boston's Future. Several 
attendees, and committee co-chair George 
“Chip” Greenidge, spoke the Reggie Lewis 
Center in Roxbury about the institutional barri- 
ers to liquor licenses, among other examples. 

“Boston lacks a black infrastructure,” 
Creenidge says. Major cities in the South and 
Midwest, with less barrier to entry, have high- 
rates black business ownership, resulting 
not only more black-friendly establish- 
ments, but more money coming back into the 
black community. 

Glaeser, Harvard economics professor 
co-chairing that committee, told me earlier that 
he has found surprisingly common agreement 
among business, academic, and even govern- 
mental leaders the need streamline per- 
mitting and licensing processes. 

“The key to places like Boston is to attract 
smart, entrepreneurial people,” Glaeser says. 
“Why isn’t there the small-scale entrepreneur? 
Some cultural, but lot it, would 
argue, is regulatory.” 


NEW NETWORKS 

“When you first move here, it’s not easy,” says 

Lolita Walker-Bishop, 33-year-old President of 

the northeast Pan-Hellenic Counsel of tradition- 
ally black sororities and fraternities. “Boston is 

not welcoming.” 

Walker-Bishop, who moved here from 
Maryland, says Boston gives everyone, of any 
color, the cold shoulder at first. Plenty of others 
agree. 

“Boston’s a tough community for young 
adults in general, because there’s so much tal- 
ent, so much competition — that’s true for black 
and white,” says Marie St. Fleur, chief of advo- 
cacy and strategic initiatives for Mayor Menino. 

fact, several area black professionals cau- 
tion against looking to cities such as Chicago or 
Atlanta as models. “There’s a standard of excel- 
lence” Boston, says Stephanie Anderson, 
chief corporate spokesperson for Osram

case. We have to do what Boston does best, 
and Boston does best by educated, profes- 
sional people.” 

Still, those best and brightest need net- 
works, And unlike Atlanta or Chicago, where 
black networks have grown over time in busi- 
ness and politics, in Boston they have existed 
primarily in the non-profit sector, including 
social-service providers and churches. 

So, Boston’s young black profession- 
als have increasingly been starting their 
own networks. One of the first was the 
Partnership, which now has more than 
2000 “alumni”; its annual New Day Cala, 
held last week, drew 700 people. 

The Urban League’s local Young 
Professionals Network, which had been 
dormant in recent years, has grown from 
23 to 130 members just since May, says 
its president, Nancy Rousseau. A similar 
flood of young members joined the Boston 
NAACP this year. 

Black sororities and fraternities have also 
taken larger role recent years 
more than 200 attended the Pan-Hellenic 
Council’s Carson Beach BBQ this sum- 
mer. There’s also the Greatest Minds Civic 
Engagement Initiative, started by Greenich 
two years ago, which now includes 800 
active participants; the Initiative for New 
Economy, formed in 2006; the Young Black 
Women’s Society; the Nexxus Alliance for 
black men, and other formal and informal 
networks springing the city. 

These groups have largely formed and 
operate independent the churches and 
non-profits, most of which remain under 
control old-guard leaders. 

Many in that old guard are accustomed 
to drawing confrontational lines with 
Boston’s white leaders — often with good 
reason, at least in the past. They have also 
been, for many years, focused largely on 
dire working-class black issues such as 
drugs and gun violence. (Those happen 
be issues for which public and private fund- 
ing has been available, which has tended 
elevate groups working on those issues, and 
pit them against one another competi- 
tion for the precious dollars.) 

The “new guard” is more likely to 
have come up through political struc- 
tures. Pressley worked for Congressman 
Joe Kennedy and Senator John Kerry. 
Newly elected state representative Carlos 
Henriquez worked for City Councilor 
Michael Flaherty. The race to succeed 
Turner looks like it could feature Deval 
Patrick staffer Tito Jackson against Michael 
Capuano staffer Candace Sealey. 

These new players are, arguably, 
better able to work for change within the 
system and partner with other city 
leaders, who seem more open than ever to 
such co-operation. 

Business and political leaders, who 
sometimes find difficult work with 
old-guard bomb-throwers, are proving eager 
work with the new crowd. Boston City 
Council great example. Not only did 
white councilors unanimously refrain from 
showboating over Turner’s ouster, but they

have been signing up to help with tradition- 
ally “black” issues. 

The reaction to the Cure nightclub inci- 
dent was another example, as was the recent 
uproar over allegations of police brutality near 
the Roxbury Community College campus. Old- 
guard black leaders have typically responded 
to such events with loud public demonstra- 
tions and quick finger-pointing. This time, 
white and black leaders triggered investiga- 
tions, which have enough backing that they 
can’t easily brushed under the rug. 


SELLING THE BRAND 

Those old-guard black leaders have also, at 
times, been more focused highlighting 
the city’s racial problems than in spreading 
word that the city has changed for the better. 

That has contributed the continuing 
perception of Boston as America’s most 
racist city. Just a few years ago, Kevin 
Garnett was reportedly loathe traded 
to Boston because of that reputation — 
which put him long line with Barry 
Bonds, Gary Mathews Jr., and others in 
professional sports. 

“Outside of Boston, there’s this myth 
that Boston doesn't have black folks at 
all, never mind black professionals,” 
says Rousseau. 

Now seems like a window of opportunity 
to change that, with the nation’s only black 
governor (and one black chief staff, 
Cowan, replacing another, Arthur Bernard), 
newly-appointed black Supreme Court 
Justice Roderick Ireland, and other ready 
ambassadors for the city.

First, a little history: the owners of 
the Citizen were among the first to short- 
en menus and lowball expectations with 
the Franklin Café, a basic-black South 
End storefront serving turkey meatloaf 
until all hours, and no des- 
serts. Pretty soon, chefs from 
the piled-up-plates restaurants 
were over at the Franklin after 
work, and it wasn’t long before 
every big-name chef seemed to

And the wake this minimalism 
trend came the gastropubs, which lately 
seem to be springing up every five min- 
utes, On their menus are things you hope 
will taste like chicken, and, if you order 
actual chicken, you're deluged with infor- 
mation about where the chicken grew up 
and went to graduate school and exactly 
which roads it crossed to get to your plate. 
The gastropub bar program approaches the 
complexity of string theory. Used to be, re- 
ally tough pub trivia had to do with arcane 
sports stats or movie lore. These days, you 
get stumpers like whether the absinthe 
wash in a Sazerac goes in before or after 
the ice. And such dinner discussion inevi- 
tably proceeds over a small plate of porcine 
body parts hitherto known only to certain 
older men in Cajun country and the South- 
erm provinces of China. 

For the Franklin Café team, putting 
their new gastropub into the West Fen- 
way (did I mention that the most inven 
tive new restaurants in the city are now 
lining up within a few blocks of the oldest

blacker than a beatnik’s beret. But the 
menu? The only Franklin fave I recognized 
here was fish chowder ($8). But if you're 
the mood for pig’s-trotter schnitzel 
($11), you've come to the right place. Bar 
conversation? They have 75 brands of 
whiskey, plus a whole wall of blackboard 
just to list brands of spirits. They also gave

Minimalism just ain’t what it 


DINING used be. 


In fact, ordering weird pig 
parts ain’t even what that used 
to be. This trotter schnitzel is all 


boned and ground up into a fried 


flat patty easier eat than veal 
scaloppine — which means you can check 
trotter off your bucket list and barely take 
the point off your pencil doing so. Tuck- 
ing into Citizen’s rosemary-whipped lardo 
($5) is not like eating strips of cured lard 
in Northern Italy — it’s like spreading 
whipped butter on toast. 

I had my doubts about the oyster-house 
part. But quick sampling one 
moto ($2), one Buzzards Bay ($2), and one 
Pemmiaquid ($2) found them all impec- 
cably fresh and distinctive, with the nod 
to the most local over the West Coast and 
Maine mollusks. A single cocktail shrimp 
($2) was likewise as fresh as they come 
— and this on a Sunday night. 

More familiar appetizers: fried cala- 
mari ($8) and beet salad, made with a 
local-ish goat cheese and a light dressing 
($7) were done very well. Perhaps I've had 
crisper calamari with a bit less salt, but the 
fried slices of hot pepper made for an excel- 
lent addition. 


My favorite entrée was confit-duck-and- 


smoked-sausage cassoulet ($19), served in 
an individual frying pan. Now, of course, 
a cassoulet actually refers to a clay bulge 

pot designed for this winter dish of baked 
beans and preserved meats; but the white 


beans here were fully cooked, the garlic 
sausage excellent, and the confit duck 
lightly cured and plentiful. 

Heritage pork ($18) was somewhat 
wasted on this otherwise fine dish of 
stuffed, rolled pork loin. The idea of the 
pre-science pig was the flavorful fat in the 
fattier cuts. A half-chicken ($17) serves as 
comfort food, roasted with some crisped 
skin, not dried out, served with whipped 
potatoes and Brussels sprouts. line- 
caught codfish special ($19) made the most 
of sweet, light scrod. 

The unusual wine list (though not 
cheap) and a decent but not overwhelming 
list of draft beers sent us into the cocktail 
menu. The “Ideal Manhattan” ($10) is a 
play on the better-known “perfect Manhat- 
tan,” which has sweet and dry vermouth. 
The Citizen version has neither, but uses 
elderflower-flavored St. Germain liquor and 
bourbon, ensuring that sweet initial and 
final impressions bracket a bit of alcohol 
and bitters. Served in a cocktail glass with- 
out ice, it is a true and classic cocktail. So, 
in a lighter way, is the Citizen’s idea of an 
Americano ($9), restoring the oldest formu- 
lation of Carpano vermouth (which was the 
inventor of vermouth) with the similarly 
sweet-bitter-herbal liqueur Campari and 
soda for subtle and satisfying long drink. 

For something that might seem lighter, 
there is the Dutch 75 ($9), a refreshingly 
sour glass of sparkling Prosecco and fresh 
lemon juice, spiked with Dutch gin. 

Desserts are simple, with the blue rib- 
bon going to the toffee bread pudding ($8), 
improbably tall and as sweet as any Scot 
would demand. And there is the caramel 
sauce. Créme caramel ($8) was a Shaq 
among flans, one secret being that it was 
very dense as well. The prettiest dessert 
was special New York cheesecake ($8), 
which was actually two sushi cylinders 
of cheesecake, each wrapped in a graham 
crust, the plate strewn with strawberries. 
The chef's tactic for dealing with anemic 
December strawberries is to sauce them 
with a red raspberry coulis. It rather works. 

Service the Citizen good, and 
early in the evening, the noise level is not 
bad at all. One can even hear the eclectic 
soundtrack, which includes a bit of old- 
school metal. ©

HUNTER HUNTED? matter which side on, every race feels could 


your last. 


Predator versus prey that’s what 
Need for Speed: Hot Pursuit is all about. 
Sure, the game spends plenty of time 
drooling over painstaking renderings 
exotic supercars and nudging players to top 
their lap times, but it’s no more about cars 
than Moby-Dick about whales. That’s the 
surface. The heart that beats within is that 
the quarry barely eluding its pursuer’s 
claws, or that of the hunter closing in for 
the kill. matter which side on, 
every race feels as if it could be your last. 

The core Hot Pursuit eponymous 
mode which specially tuned police cars 
try bust illegal street race. For rac- 
ers, the goal simple: reach the finish 
line, preferably first place. The 
cops’ objective is to smash up all 
the racers before they get there. 
this, Hot Pursuit takes page 
from the Burnout series — which 
was also developed Criterion 
Games. The single best way to 
wreck another player drive 
into him her high speed. 
course, the dizzying velocity that 
Hot Pursuit offers makes you won- 
der why the cars don’t blow apart 
their own after breaking the 
sound barrier. 

Whichever side you choose 
to play as, you have some weap- 
ons your disposal. All drivers 
can drop spike strips to blow out the tires 
of vehicles behind them, or fire EMPs to 
disable — temporarily — those in front of 
them. Racers can also jam the cops’ radar 
and trigger a turbo mode in order to ac- 
celerate ludicrous speed. The cops can 
set up roadblocks and call in helicopters. 
Given your limited assets, tactics are criti- 
cal. Say you're a racer and a cop has locked 
onto you with an EMP. Do you jam him 
for the easy getaway, try outmaneu- 
ver him now and save your tech for when 
you really need it? 

Best of all, none of the weapons is un- 
balanced. All have weaknesses, and all can

Playing as a cop or a racer is equally 
thrilling — you'll find yourself transforming 
from freedom-loving outlaw into fascist 
thug the span single loading screen. 
Hey, there’s no time to ponder the philo- 
sophical implications when you're racing 
for your life. ©

Kevin, you might recall, used to be a 
young hacker himself. In the original Tron, 
gets digitalized and absorbed into his 
own program. He’s stranded in a cyber- 
grid world where he must fight not only 
for freedom and human dignity but also 
for the intellectual property rights his 
game-changing technology. It’s kind of 
like The Social Network virtual blood sport. 

But, as this sequel explains, after sort- 
ing things out Tron, Kevin disappeared, 
leaving his son, Tony Stark, orphan 


with his dad’s mega corporation, Encom, 
to deal with. Embittered, Sam has slacked 
off and let money-grubbing creeps who 
actually want charge kids for down- 
loads take over the company. Until, that 
is, he receives a mysterious message from 
his dad and is directed to the old man’s 
long-shut-up video arcade. There gets 
zapped, whereupon he finds himself on 
dad’s grid, which has been souped with 
new state-of-the-art CGI but has the same 
lousy dialogue.

what happened? Kevin had created 
Clu, a program that, as a mirror image 
of himself, was designed to operate his 
Inception-ish computer world.

Maybe he should have just stayed 
home and taken care of the kid. On the 
plus side, in the new Tron, the war ma- 
chines longer look like giant floating 
staples. But the action scenes are the usu- 
hyper-edited splatter. Primitive though 
they were, the same scenes in the original 
had logic and intellectual rigor. They 
made strategic and tactical sense, much 
as in the game of go that decorates Kevin's 
refuge, along with other quaint artifacts, 
like books. 

To his credit, Joseph Kosinski has a 
way with throbbing techno (by Daft Punk) 
and spectacular images. But speaking 
intellectual property theft most 
those images are stolen from other mov- 
ies, from Star Wars to Blade Runner to Triumph 
of the Will. Even Twilight gets tweaked: 
Michael Sheen shows “program” 
named Castor who looks like his Volturi 
character in New Moon, but as played by 
Tilda Swinton. 

What Tron: Legacy doesn’t have much 
life its own. “That’s what imagine 
a sunrise would look like,” says Quorra 
about one particularly impressive fig- 
ment. which Sam replies, with un- 
characteristic insight, “There’s no com- 
parison.”

The ka- 


leidoscopic special effects are plainly meant 


to be spectacular, but they’re familiar from 
music videos and Target commercials.

CD. But too often, they’re just boring. 

Gabriel Garcia Marquez’s One Hun- 
dred Years of Solitude, a priest drinks a cup of 
hot chocolate and then levitates. Garcia 
Marquez has said it’s the specific, mun- 
dane detail of the chocolate that makes the 
levitation believable. that 
level detail missing, especially the 
characters’ emotions. 

Taymor knows enough film Mirren’s 
face “as were one the world’s great 
landscapes,” steal line from former 
Phoenix writer Stephanie Zacharek. 
pleasure to watch the shadows move across 
that magnificent terrain. But the other ac- 
tors are often wooden, reciting their lines 
rather than speaking them. Alfred Molina 
and Russell Brand are good the comic 
relief of Stephano and Trinculo, but David 
Strathairn as Alonso and Reeve Carney as 
Ferdinand are allotted only one facial ex- 
pression apiece. What’s more, the charac- 
ters rarely touch each other (why give Mir- 
ren a hot rent boy and not let her molest 
and that makes the film seem lit- 
tle repressed, as if this were a Midwestern 
farming family at an awkward reunion. 


I’m not going to go into the decision to 
cast Djimon Hounsou the film’s only 
black actor — as Caliban, the savage na- 
tive. was intended critique rac- 
ism or colonialism, it doesn’t work. 

The movie full missed opportuni- 
ties. The moment when Ariel asks whether 
Prospera loves him should exquisitely 
tense but instead passes unremarked. The 
mother-daughter relationship between 
Prospera and Felicity Jones’s Miranda isn’t 
explored. The worst omission, though, is 
decision cut Prospera’s final 
speech, which appears instead song 
over the final credits.

THE BLUE FLOWER, STRIKING 


CAROLYN CLAY 


The stem of The Blue Flower is its compel- 

ling score, an unusual mix of Weimar 
cabaret and country heartache onto which 
husband-and-wife creators Jim and Ruth 
Bauer have grafted somewhat skeletal story 
that nonetheless encompasses the first half 
of the 20th century and then some. It comes 
as no surprise that the musical, 10 years in 
the making and given gorgeously grungy 
sheen by the American Repertory Theatre (at 
the Loeb Drama Center through January 8), 
began as a song cycle. Nurtured by research, 
it has grown from that germ into a startlingly 
original amalgam of music, artwork, text, 
and videography in which the play is defi- 
nitely not the thing. In fact, the play, a near- 
dialogue-less narrative suggested by the lives 
and times German Expressionists Max 
Beckmann and Franz Marc, “dangerously 
unpredictable Dada girl” Hannah Hoch, and 
Nobel-winning scientist Marie Curie, pret- 
ty wispy. But for me that hardly mattered, 
given the emotive force the music pushing 
the story which, turn, gives the score 
something which tie its billowing bal- 
loon feeling. 

In The Blue Flower, music being the food 
of love (and death), you don’t need much 
more for the meal — and that’s just as well, 
because the dramaturgical pickings are slim. 
Boy artist meets boy artist. Both fall in love 
with a beautiful female scientist. She loves 
the one who dies. The one who lives takes 
with freewheeling female Dadaist who per- 
forms a couple of very cool, alienation-happy 
cabaret numbers (one them succinctly 
titled “Puke”). History ensues; so does jeal- 
threading its way through the show. 

Composer Jim Bauer credited with the 
poetic lyrics, artist Ruth Bauer with the 
bones of a story suggested by the lives of 
Beckmann and Marc the first whom 
emigrated New York and died heart 
attack 1950, the latter whom was killed 
in the Battle of Verdun. Here, “famous artist” 
Max Baumann struck fatal coronary 
while finishing book collages Man- 
hattan park bench in 1955 — after which his 
life, loves, and losses flash before him in 
elegant jumble “fairy tales,” often 
Max (who speaks only language his 
own devising) hovers the periphery, his 
expression one sad impassivity. the 
play unfolds between Max’s life and death, 
are carried back the battlefields the 
Great War, the Belle Epoque that preceded it, 
the Weimar experiment that failed undo 
its devastating damage, and even the Zurich 
cabaret where Dada was born. 

So where does the blue flower come into 
it? Max explains the top act two (in one 
the play’s several lectures, this one deliv- 
ered in the speaker’s signature Maxperanto), 
that the German Romantic poets coined the 
image “to signify the ongoing search for artis- 


tic perfection,” but that it came to symbolize 
reinvention and reincarnation — the oppor- 
tunity return and “do things little less 
badly.” Indeed, one of the themes of The Blue 
the past. 

But for all its history and art-history les- 
sons, The Blue Flower is not an intellectual ex- 
perience. It’s a stream of artwork, video, and 
oft-mesmerizing music — the interior decora- 
tion and soundtrack of the haunted Max’s 
mind as it tries to reconstitute in memory the 
friends lost across two wars and the giddying 
but ultimately squandered Weimar opportu- 
nity to wake up from the nightmare and go, 
one song would have it, “No Place But Up.” 

At the ART, Will Pomerantz directs the flu- 
id production, with its parade of fragmented 
imagery and amputated manikin parts. 
a string-pulling character called Fairytale 
Man, Tom Nelis glides through the proceed- 
ings, but movement director supplies 
choreography that effectively mechanistic 
and jerky. And if the strong cast of New York 
actors/singers can’t put much flesh on their 
characters, they can infuse their music with 
lushness and longing. Backed terrific 
on-stage band which piano and cello (and 
occasionally bassoon or accordion) supply the 
ravishing melodies and pedal steel guitar pro- 
vides the twang, their characters make their 
most urgent connections through harmony, 
the script providing other outlet. 

Daniel Jenkins is the deep yet mousy Max, 
who shuts down after plowing through his 
bloody war and who responds the rise 
Nazidom forsaking German for his 
personal Esperanto which, abetted 
surtitles he’s impishly expres- 
sive. As Franz, who dies repeatedly in Max’s 
memory, Lucas Kavner is all stony yearn- 
ing, teamed with Teal Wicks’s Maria on the 
delicate “Love” riding the harsh yet lyrical 
wave of “Franz’s War.” Maria is perhaps the 
least developed character, but Wicks brings 
a mournful sensitivity and gorgeous pipes to 
the moving ballad “Eiffel Tower.” 

Meghan McGeary, who has been with The 
Blue Flower since it was a seed (and is the other 
half of Bauer’s folk duo Dagmar), also gets a 
pretty number, the achingly valedictory “An- 
gels on the Levee.” But as the helmet-haired 
Hannah, little black cone skirt, she 
also her way though some harshly 
whimsical cabaret setpieces, among them 
one which she wears tattered wings while 
nailing projected bugs with fly swatter. She 
may sleep with Max, but she’s Dada’s girl.

Qin Feng, who splits his time between 
Chelsea (New York) and Beijing, creates 
an amphitheater of giant scrolls and ac 
cordion-fold books splashed with big, 
dashing, black-ink strokes. Inspired

0) Neal Rantoul of Cambridge is one of 
the eminences local photography 
(in part because he’s headed Northeastern 
University’s photo program since 1981), yet 
he occasionally falls off the radar screen. 
until one our museums gets around 
make do with Panopticon Gallery’s sharp 
survey of the 64-year-old’s landscapes and 
cityscapes from 1980 to 2005. 

The show begins with Rantoul’s 1980 
“Boston Infrared” series vertigo-induc- 
ing portraits local skyscrapers. The 
camera feels tipped and off balance 
records with impressive Modernist formal- 
ist rigor the repeating patterns windows 
and moldings towers against soft clouds 
above. 

Subsequent photos come out the New 
Topographics style. This is often affiliated 
with straight-on, deadpan, “objective” 
photos of sprawling, cookie-cutter housing 
developments the American West yet 


it also includes Nicholas Nixon and Frank 
Gohlke in Boston and Providence’s Joe 
Deal, who wrote the foreword to Rantoul’s 
first monograph 2006. Rantoul records 
train tracks running along the bottom 
a rocky Utah cliff, a road barrier along a 
lush residential California neighborhood, 
a cemetery amid vast, middle-of-nowhere 
wheat fields Washington. These pre- 
cise, controlled, seemingly disinterested 
shots of (often) dreary places can feel arid, 
yet they can also seem as fresh as a crisp 
starched sheet. 

Rantoul favors vistas devoid people, 
and a couple of series from the mid 2000s 
look actual ghost towns there’s 
Old Trail Town, a collection of relocated 
igth-century Old West buildings in Cody, 
Wyoming, and the abandoned WW1-era 
military housing Peddocks Island 
Boston Harbor. On the island, he shoots 
the brick houses, with their empty win- 
dows, mainly head on. But I’m taken bya 
photograph that gazes upward brick 
ruin through stand shimmering trees. 
There’s a haunted romance to its mood of 
absence and abandonment. 


Proof Gallery rounds compel- 
lingly idiosyncratic snapshot of local 
talent in its fourth annual “Boston Does 
Boston” show. Gallery director Kara Bra- 
ciale invited three artists — Suara Welitoff 
Cambridge, Rebecca Roberts Newton, 
and Kurt Ralske of New York (he teaches 
at RISD) — to exhibit. Each was also asked 
pick local artist join the show; they 
chose, respectively, Jonathan Calm, Julia 
Featheringill, and Meg Rotzel. 

Welitoff makes brief looped videos, often 
found, grainy footage that’s been slowed 
down, with the color contrast pumped up. 
Most are not narratives, but at their best 
they can suggest curiously mesmerizing 
amplified dream moments: two hum- 
mingbirds seeming kiss, police 
off protesters, a couple chatting. Here she 


presents Girl with a Book, a brief, black-and- 
white, slo-mo shot seated woman read- 
ing. The woman runs her finger back and 
forth across the page, as if following along 
with the words, or maybe reading Braille. 
usual, Welitoff looking pinpoint the 
alluring edge between ordinary and mys- 
terious, but in the end this image feels too 
ordinary, the spell doesn’t hold. 

Roberts’s Now and Then, with its catchy, 
lyrical pattern of alternating, wiggly 
curved lines stitched together from blue, 
green, brown, and orange fabrics, calls to 
mind hard-edged mid-century Los Angeles 
abstraction. 

Ralske offers The Enraged Algorithm, 
video flickering North African faces (ex- 
cerpts for the 1966 film The Battle of Algiers 
run through facial-recognition software) 
to which he adds some tacked-up papers: 
Google map venues screening the 
movie; piles rocks, with green square 
around one that might picking out its 
resemblance face; blurry image that 
resembles a mass of digitally stretched 
hands; and a sheet of words with Arabic 
origins with the “al” cut off (“che- 
my, cohol, gebra, gorithm”). His point 
vague perhaps he’s hinting some- 
thing about profiling people and Middle 
Eastern strains in our own culture. 

Featheringill presents deadpan-joke 
photo wastepaper basket filled with 
Post-it notes scribbled with the word 
“done.” Rotzel sketches pair abstract 
bars (or wood planks) the wall cloud 
swirls around the middle of one, an arrow 
shoots through the center the other. 
Calm offers a grainy abstract photo of a 
rectangle. These works are less satisfying, 
part because their points are obscure. 
More context like selection Feath- 
eringill’s dry, witty, fumbling observa- 
tions — might help. ©

But will Justin 
Townes Earle’s recent arrest for disorderly con- 
duct make people forget that he’s the son 
country-music vigilante Steve Earle? will 
remind them his father whose own past 
substance-abuse problems are well storied. 
The 28-year-old Tennessee native is now 
back on the road after jail time and voluntary 
rehab following incident September 
Radio Radio Indianapolis that took 
you believe the disparate accounts pay 
dispute, drunken brawl, damaged prop- 
erty, egomaniacal ravings, and a great show 
(or was pitiful performance?) Earle and 
his band. Earle’s only comment that the 
accounts are inaccurate — and the most inac- 
curate part, for him, would surely any sug- 
gestion that the concert sucked. Just two days 
earlier, he had released his fourth album in 
many years, Harlem River Blues (Bloodshot), 
accomplishment overtaken what ulti- 
mately amounts less interesting story.

Earle croons 
with the kind sophisticated ease that’s 
usually reserved to describe naturals like Lyle 
Lovett. Hearing it from the man himself, 
you would think that any pedigree does 
possess has more with his coordinates 
than with his DNA. “When Springsteen 
decided to do what he did, it was a lot harder 
for him. He was from the Jersey shore. The 
music that he was really into — Roy Orbison 
and the early rock and roll that he loved, 
was import. from the buckle 
the Bible Belt, which where all that 
stuff started, began, and where it’s from.”

Sound Stage has emerged focal point 
of Boston’s underground music scene. In just 
a few months, the multimedia art space and 

recording studio known “The Temple” be- 

came megaphone for the local community, 

opening its above-ground space White- 
haus bands, Bodies of Water shows, and an 
all-ages hosted touring 
acts like Oneida, Jeff the Broth- 
erhood, and Japanther, as well 
festivals that included the 
Boston Underground Summit, 
Weirdstalk, and the three-day 
Homegrown Festival headlined 
by Major Stars, Tunnel of Love, 
and Damon & Naomi. The year 2010 was 
huge for Boston’s underground, and the 
Temple was big part it. 

But though the venue’s all-ages, DIY, 
non-commercial nature has filled 
ing void” in Boston’s music community, 
according Bodies Water booking agent 
Dan Shea, the Temple’s live-music opera- 
tion now hiatus. The Homegrown 
Fest, October, prompted complaints 
about the noise and calls police, who 
discovered problems with the Temple’s 
entertainment license. Shows had 
canceled, and while the venue continues to 
practice space and recording studio, 
the managers are soundproofing the ceil- 
ing and applying for the correct license.

ER? WHO ULTIMATELY THE POINT PERSON, 
AND WHO THE MOST IMPOSSIBLE GET 
HOLD OF? Things change any point. 
Right now, you have RZA, who’s doing a

WITH MANY DEEP CATALOGUES, HOW 
YOU DECIDE WHAT GETS PLAYED SHOWS? 
It’s not predicted feel go. 
Sometimes want five songs; some- 
times I might want to do six; sometimes 

might want one. just comes out 
naturally. Different climates also affect 
the shit. If you’re in a cold area, they want 
hear hardcore stuff. Let tell you 
something — different weather triggers 
different types earlobes.

HOW MUCH OF WU-TANG’S LON-

LIMITS ON WHAT TOPICS AND Is- 
SUES YOU GUYS MIGHT ADDRESS 
IN YOUR MUSIC? As an artist, 
you have to write about things 
that you through and that 
you feel like you’re going 
through. That’s what I’m do- 
ing right now, and I’ve gone through 

lot drama life. I’m talking about 
the things I’ve accomplished. On my last 
album, Dopium, I was trying to spread 
more love the world. Love can kill hate. 
Sometimes know people take kindness 
for weakness, but still wanted put that 
in the universe. We say that word “love,” 
but that’s what’s missing the world. 
you don’t understand everything about 
person, you can’t really love them. 


THAT HOW YOU WOULD DESCRIBE YOUR 
RELATIONSHIP WITH THE REST WU-TANG? 
I don’t know about all that stuff you're try- 
ing to dig for, bro, but I do know this: love 
is love. I've known these brothers since I 
was a baby, so ain’t too much you can tell 
me about what’s going on with my broth- 
ers. They know me like I know them, and 1 
know them like they know me. Sometimes 
it gets on your nerves because they know 
you so much, and because they know 
which buttons to press to make you mad. 
But at the same time, that’s love. It’s like 
any relationship — when you don’t push 
buttons, everything turns out real good. 


KIND OF LIKE THIS INTERVIEW, HUH? Yeah — I 
guess you could saythat. 
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
